London, Jane 27. — Telegramn re- 
ceived from Calcutta by the Anglo-In- 
dian bankers here, state that the Indian 
gOTemment has stopped the coinage of 
sflrer for private aooonnt at the India 

mints. 

The corrpsiinndPTico hctwoen the gov- 
ernment of Inifia anfl the India office 
has been issued. It oi)en8 with a letter 
from the India council, under date of 
March. Iii9i}, urg^g the home govern- 
ment to aid In the tettlement of the sil- 
ver question by an international agree- 
xoent, failing which, not to defer de- 
termining npmi an Indian policy, as it 
an international uKrcemcnt should not 
be obtained the United States miuht 
suddenly stop the coinage of silver, 
leaving India nnprepsred. 

The other commtinications discns!) 
the fall ' in the rupee values and the 
fluctuations in the rates of exchange. 

The council in a letter written in 
June, 1892, advises that if the inter- 
national monetary conference at Brus- 
sels fails and a direct agreement be- 
tween India and the United States can- 
not b« attained, the mtnts of India be 
closed to tlw free colnAge of silver and 
a ftold standard be introduced. 

In a minute Mr. Barbour, financial 
secretary of India, opposes the stoppage 
of free coinage vntil it becomes evident 
that the United States will not adopt 
free coinage. Mr. Barbour estimates 
that the total active circulation in 
India amounts to 115,000,000 rupees, 
while a much larger proportion is 
hoarded. 

To establish a gold currency, with u 
full legi^ tender currency composed en- 
tirely of gold, it would be necossarv to 
withdraw firom circulation l,ir>0,()0O.ii(i(i 
of rupees, replacing them by £77, Ouo,- 
000 ^sterling gold. He therefore 
contends that with a gold standard in 
India a lar^e portion of the circnlati<ni 
must contmue in silver, with silver a 
legal tender to any amount. If both 
metals be maintained in circulation, a 
gold coinage to the total amount of £15,- 
000,000 will sufSoe. 

Mr. Long, in a minute to the conncil 
in August, 1892, discussed the adoption 
of the ndd standard, and concludes b)- 
snggesBng that the ratio of conversion 
be about 1 to 20. 

In a subsequent telegram from tho 
Earl of KimWly to the viceroy ol 
India, dated June 7, 1898, the former 
announces the recommendations of the 
Herschell commission as adopted hy 
the council at Simla. In advising tli» 
Indian government to exchange gold at 
the rate of 6d to the rupee, the con;- 
mission says that the .object is to guard 
against a considerable rise in the e.x- 
change. Hereafter the ratio ought to 
be raised if drcumstances make It ad- 
visable. 

HOW IT AFFE CTS US. 

WMhlngton AuthorltlM Greatly Worried 

Over tlie Announcement. 

■Wasiiinutun", June 27. — The prr-si- 

• dent, Secretary f'arlislc and the finan- 
cial officers of the government general- 
ly received their first authentic news oi 
the startling action of the government 
of India suspending silver 6oina^,e. 
through .the press dispatches. There 
has been rumors on the subject earlier 
in the day, but they were passed upon 
as rumors only, though their substan- 
tial accuracy was not doubted. 

When tiie reports of Mr. Gladstone'- 
announcement in the house of com- 
mons and Lord Kimberly's statement 
in the house of lords were received tlie 
gravity of the situntion became at iuu;e 

• apparent. Mr. Carlisle innnediately 
mat over to the White House and for 
nearly two hours diecUssed the bearin^.s 
of this action with the president witli- 
ont reaching any positive conclusion a« 
to a line of action to be adopted. The 
conference was renewed at Woodky, 
the oresident's suburban retreat, later 
in the evening and was protracted 
until far in the night 

The circumstances are regarded as 
too serious to permit of any authentic 
•spression of opinion as to the future 
. pwcy of the United States until all 
the facts are fully digested. This 
much, however, can be stated with 
absolute confidence that the action of 
the India government in closing the 
India mints to free coinage of silver, is 
regarded by the United States as doing 
away with the uecessity for recon- 
vening the international monetary con- 
ference which was to have met in 
Brmsels this fall. 

It is not believed that this action wao 
taken without express orders from the 
English government, which has general 
supervision and control over Indian af- 
fairs. During the session of the inter- 
national monetary conference at Br>.- 
eels last December, General Strachey, 
delegate of British India, in an ad- 
dress delivered before the conference, 
said: 

"As an indication of the strange con- 
dition of aifairs, it may be further men- 
tioned that there hat* lately Arisen in 
India a serious agitation ou this sub- 
ject, and that pressure has been put in 
the government to take direct action 
for the purpose of applying a remedy 
to the numerous evils which are re- 
garded as being due to the fall in the 
value of the rupee, affecting not only the 
public finances and administoation, but 
with equal severity numerous oommer- 
cial, industrial and social intereatsi and 
among tha rsnwdisa oronosad and 



strongly advocated by inAny influential 
persons and authorities is the adoption 
by India of a gold standard and the 
suspension of the free ooinaga of silver 
at tlie Indian mints. 

"In these circumstances tha 4*ls- 
gates of India have been instructed 
that while studying with the greatest 
care and good will in concert with our 
coUeaguee at the conference, every 
practical proposal suggested to ensure 
wider use of silver as currency, they 
are on no account to give any pledge 
that may interfere with the complete 
freedom of action of the government of 
India in respect to any measure affect- 
ing the currency of India it might de- 
sire to adopt" 

In view of this announcement at the 
eonference, the action of the Indian 
government was not altogether a sur- 
prise to treasury ofBcials, though w'aat 
Its effect may be on future action of 
' the United States can not ba aoewately 
gauged. 

Information obtained from the treas- 
ury department shows that the world's 
product of silver during the last fiscal 
vear was 162,000,000 ounces, of which 
the United States purchased 64,000,000 
ounces outside of the silver used in the 
arts, which is estimated at about 7,00().- 
•000 ounces. The consumption by India 
was 46,000,000 ounces, which was coined, 
this making the United States and In- 
dia combined u<!e 106,000,000 ounies of 
silver purchased last year, leaving 4U.- 
000,000 ounces of silver for use in the 
arts in the other countries of the 
world. 

The nighest price ever attained by 
silver in the United States was the time 
of the pdssage of the Bland silver bill, 
Feb. 28, 1878, when the price was 
11.22 per ounce. The silver dollar was 
then worth 90 cents. At' no period 
since then has the diver dollar been 
worth lo mudi. When the GHierman 
act went into effect August, 1800, there 
was a spurt in the price of silver, and it 
vront up to i^l.'^l per ounce. In the time 
between the passage of the Bland law 
in 1878 and the pa.seage of the Sherman 
law in 1890 silver went to 92 cents per 
ounce which was a maximum price oiir- 
ing that period. 

Since August, 1890, the price has 
gradtlally declined with fluctuation's 
until June 26, 2898, it reached the low- 
est point on record. At yeatetday's 
price of 79 cents per flne ounce, the sil- 
ver dollar ia worth 60 1-9 oenta as bul- 
Uon. 

Since ISa*^ India has coined silver 
free. During the last calendar year the 
Indian government coined 46,000,000 
ounces. Since the passage of the Bland 
and Sherman acts the United States 
have coined $42«{,000,000 of silver. Of 
the amount of silver purchased under 
the Sherman act 127,000,000 ounces re- 
main uncoined in tha vaolta of the 
treasury. 

Treasury officials opposed to the free 
coinage of silver, while admitting that 
■ this radical action by India will tem- 
l>orarily result to her disadvantage, be- 
lieve that with a rich soil an^ 980,000,- 
UOO of p«!ople fairly productive after 
the reaction is over India will recover 
from the shook. It is pointed out that 
her exports of merchandise and cereals 
largely exceed her imports, and now 
that tne value of the rupee, the current 
money of the country, is definitely fixed 
at 1 shilling and H pence (89 cents in 
our money), tne loss which she has suf- 
fered heretofore in the fluctuations of 
value of the rupee will be done away 
with, and by many it is claimed that 
the large hordiugs ot' gold known to ex- 
ist in India will soon begin to be 
brought from their hidingplaces and be 
coverted into coin. 

During the last 50 years the net im- 
ports or gold into India aggregated 
about §800,000,000. 

In a report made to the Fiftieth con- 
gress by Mr. Edward Atkinson of Bos- 
ton upon the present status of bimetal- 
lism in Europe, touching ui)on the im- 
port <xf gold into British India, he says: 
"Of tiba imports of gold, every small 
amooat haa been coined into domestic 
gold coin. The total coinage for the 
50 years sinoa 1685 amounts to not more 
than 2,858,800 rupees; the rest of the 
gold, about 1,976,000,000 rupees, has 
been used for ornament or has been 
boarded in the form of British and Aus- 
tralian sovereigns by the richer 
natives, and in the treasuries of 
the ludian princes. The gold that 
o^ice has flowed to India is lost^almost 
without exception, to trade. The na- 
tives ara carwnl watchers of the bullion 
market and hava not failed to note that 
in recent time the value of silver at the 
bazars has become less, as compared 
with gold. Ornaments and hoards of 
silver are less highly prized than in 
former years. In India, as elsewhere, 
gold is taking the place of silver." 

Thesa views ol eoorse represent only 
the anti-sUver nSa of the question. The 
suddenness of the sprin^ug of this ac- 
tion has hardly vet given the silver 
advocates time to do heard. 

Senator Stewart is at the present 
time Inmost the only m-ominent silver 
man in 'Washington. There is no ques- 
tion that this matter will come up for 
extended discussion in the next cabinet 
meeting. All the members except Sec- 
retary Oresham are in the city. 

Mew Twk DMa«r Mi Mm Saigeet. 
New YoaK, Jnna fT.— ▲ namber of 
a large firm of bullion dialsn said with 

regard to the closing of tha India mints 
against private bullion: '*I don't see 
how the action of the Indian govern- 
ment in closing the mints will much 
diminish the demand for silver in In- 
dia. If the mints are closed to nrivate 
persons then the government will have 
to import silver for coinage purposes in 
plaoe of private parties. The only pos- 
sibla way In which India's demand for 
silvartrwdd ba ItiMned would be by 
the oesaatlon of tha expansion of her 
exports in eonsaqnanoool the low prices 
of silver. Wa do not see that beyond 
sentimai^l tlM lUver market wiu be 
greatly aflhotsd."

These were three of the mnrdenmi 
gang which threw the Ixmibs in th" 
Haymarket riot in 1886, killing the iio 
lice. The rest met death on the scaffold. 
Linggblew his own head off with a 
bomb while in prison. 

Fialdaaand Schwab were ■antenred 
to bf hanged with Spies, Fisher, Ling(, 
and Engel, but their sentences wer< 
commuted to life imprisonment. Neebe 
was sentenced to a term of 14 years' im- 
prisonment. Ben Butler took tha case 
of those just liberated through the 
higher courts. 

Jiouker E. S. Dreyer, who has been 
interested in their oasa from the start, 
came down from Chicago, and after se- 
curing a pardon for each of them from 
the hands of Gtovemor Altgald left with 
them for Joliat It is supposed Mr. 
Dreyer's influence was deoinva. It was 
not even known that the case vraa being 
considered by the governor and his ac- 
tion created gxeat sm-prise. 

The governor has prepare<1 a long 
statement, and Railroad Commissioner 
Cantrall left with copies of it for Chi- 
cago press. It has not yet been given 
out heire, but it is said the governor 
criticises Gary and Bonfleld severdy. 

Tlii-ir KoiidtiiK Lawyer Talks. 

Chicaoo, June 27.— "I am exceedin;;- 
ly gratified but not at all surprised." 
said Captain W. P. Black, who was the 
leading counsel for the defense in the 
anarchist trial, in speaking alxmt the 
governor's decision. "I have ahvay? 
believed that in the interest of justii , 
these men would be i<ardoneit. 1 
knew tb.at as soon as the i)iiblic con 
science had recovered it» tone and the 
public its judgment they would be re- 
storecl to liberty. I have only been dis- 
appointed in the length of time it hr.s 
taken to bring about this result, al- 
though I have no complaint to make 
on that score considering the time LJov- 
ernnr AltjL^eld has taken in his consider- 
ation of tiie facts. It is about 00 days 
since I sent to the governor my view^ 
of the matter and the reasons why I be- 
lieved a pardon wonld only be an act 
of simple justice. 1 am very glad that 
justice has at last been done."

INDIAN MOUND^OPENED. 

••veral Indian Skeleton* and Relirt ol 
Orent Antlqnlty Vnenrthed. 

Portsmouth, O., June 27.— The large 

historic mound that stands near the 
Clu'MiiK ake and Ohio railroad, aboui 
half a mile aiKive Tap;.t,'art Creek, Ky.. 
on the .Tames Kin::; tana, has at last 
been oji-'iied. Tills mound is the lar^^i'.-t 
ol a j,'roni) (;f seven which stand clns. 
to eai-li i>rlier. For yeiirs the lieojile c it 
Kentucky and surrounilint; states have 
woiidereil v. hat it contained, but \> 'V 
m ission couhl never l>e obtained l>efore 

Tlie hrst tin<l wasal,ii t;e block of 
mica cut in the shajie of a triangle. 
This was only one foot under the 
surface, and directly under it were two 
finely finished Ijroken bowls. These 
evidenflj' contained food, as there were 
se\t'rnl Miiiill bones and shells mixed 
in them. Nine inches beneath the 
bowls in a ileeij bed of charcoal was 
found the iirst skeleton, Its jiositinn 
was north and south. Near the hip 
was a cojiper l)adge covered with elotli 
made of bark, which the salts of tiie 
copjier liad jiroservod. Near tlie lelt 
shoulder was a fine lance nearly six 
inches long, and a little tO tha left WaS 
a finely finished spear. 

Another skeleton was found a little 
farther to the south. No relics were 
found with tha sama, it being a female 

skeleton. 

Twelve feet of earth was reiiioV( (l he- 
low these l)urials befure the last skrl 
eton was uncoNered. From the nuin 
l)er of relics and the way he had Ix en 
buried he was a chief of great import- 
ance. The lH)dy had been laid with tin* 
head in a northeast direction, upon a 
deep bed of ashk's and charcoal, and 
had l)een inclos'-d in h 1k>x made of 
broken limbs lonl branches of trees. 
The impressioii of the.«e could still l>" 
seen in the soil where they had de- 
cayed. 

I'ikIit eaeli knee liad been dug a hide, 
eai li of wliii h would hold a gallon. 
They were filled w.th red ashes and 
burnt lK)nes. Around the netrk was one 
string of 07 fine jicol Ix-ads, and an- 
other string of liKi fine ivory betels. 
Around the left arm was a thin copper 
bracelet, and on the right arm were 
three large cupper bracelets. Under 
the hands were several small pie<» s ot 
copper that had evidently Wen beads. 

Tne finest piece of all laid upon the 
front of the sKull. It was a hammered 
piece of copper in the shape of a swan 
This had rotted in the center, but w as 
easily put together. The copiH»r was 
hammereil ttut of the raw metal, and 
showed great age. Around the hips 
were nearly 1,400 very small bone 
baada. wbioh wara ataatbr dacaved. 



The whole body had" evidently U-en 
covered with a mantle made of a grass 
of some kind, as several small pisceshud 
been prtsenrad that laid upon the 

copi»er. 

iiie bones, as they laid, measured a 
little oyer 6 feet 4 inches. In life the 
dead must hava been a very large man. 
From the oondition of tne teeth and 
part of the skull he was probably to 
years old at the time ot demise. The 
original mound had bean but eight feet 
high, for at that haight was a dark 
streak throughout tha mound of deca<-- 
ed grass and roots, and a decayed 
stump of an oak trae extended froui 
here up that had been over four fe<-t 
through tha oentar. 

This shows that the upper six feet 
and burial might have men placed 
there at least 80 years later than the 
first burial. Allof tha bonsa wara v«-v 
black and showe d great age.

S.\N FRANciaco, Jane S7.— Thastsam* 
er China has arrived, bringing advices 
from Honolulu up to Jima 19, as fol- 
lows: 

As each successive steamer from San 
Francisco arrives at Honolulu, bring- 
ing no news that Hawaii's affairs will 

soon be settled by the United St.ites. 
the disappointment that permeates an 
nexationists and roxalists alike bei oni"- 
keener. Both parties are anxious tc 
have the vital (luestions of stable gov- 
ernment decided as soon as possible. 
The long strain is beginning to tell on 
business and society. Merchants are 
complaining of dull times, but art 
hanging on hopefully, while for the 
first time in Honolulu social lines are 
bet^inning to be drawn. In this small 
coniinunity politics heretofore have 
never interfered with six'ial life. 

Claus Spreckels has won the first 
skirmish in the fight against The Star, 
the annexationist organ. Walter (i. 
Smith of the paper has been held lor 
trial to answer a charge of criminal 
lil)el. Smith was released on ^UO bail 
and is again running the pajier, but is 
letting fSpreckels alone, pending the re- 
sult of the libel suit. Spree kels is now 
on the warpath against the provi.sional 
government, and though he has us yet 
made no new move, disijuioting rumors 
are being circulated as to his inttntion 
of pinching business men who are un- 
fortunate enough to be" under financial 
obligation to him. Tiie ar.vi.sability ik 
taking away from Spreckels" Oceanic 
Steamship comiiany the mail subsidy of 
§100 per month ami giving it to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific or P.icific Mail, is still 
being considered by the government. 

Paul Neumann, the e.\-queen's legal 
adviser, returned from the United 
States a few days after the publication 
of the power of attorney given him 
when he went to Washington to fight 
annexation. H(> treats the matter of its 
publication here very lightly, and says 
there never has been any secret as to 
the contents of the documents. He is 
still opposed to annexation, and thinks 
that the. protectorate, with whatever 
form of government a inaiority of the 
people vote, is l)est for Hawaii. The 
annexationists are making great capi- 
tal of what they consider the evidence 
of the ex-queen's weakness and selfish- 
ness. Thousands of copies of the power 
of attfirney, printed in the Hawaiian 
language, h; e been circulated among 
all the islajids with the result, it if 
claimed, that the natives are fiocking to 
the annexationists" standard in greater 
numbers than over before. 

The man who stole tkp crown jewels 
has been discovered in the pe)w)n of 
(teorge Ryan, an ex-soldier of the pro- 
visional army who was dishonorably 
discharged last month for misbehavior 
Ryan was on guard at the time thp 
jewels were stolen. When he was ar- 
rested a few days ago a number of the 
precious stones were found in his pos- 
session. 

As a result of the recent dynamite 
scare the provisional government has 
passed a law fixing the penalty for tho 
unlawful use of explosives at a fine 
from $2 )0 to ,ii.'>,uoo and imprisonment 
not to exceed 20 years. The unlawful 
possessioh of explosives will be pun- 
ished by a maximum fine of $8,000 and 
Imprisonment for five years. The 
palace which was occupied by the gov- 
ernment two Weeks ago. has been still 
further protected by placing of sand- 
bag barricades at exposed points. Arms 
and ammunition have been served out 
to a secret organization called "The 
Citizens' Reserve," which numbers 
about (SOO men. Claus Spreckels has 
l)een accused of ottering to purchase 
arms for royalists, and extra guards 
will Ik* jiosted at outside ports to pre- 
vent their being landed. If the govern- 
ment ascertains that its information is 
corre^-t, Spreckels is likely to receive 
some harsh treatment. 

The government claims to have au- 
thentic information that Mr. Blount, 
with the exception of a few brief stato- 
ments, has not yet made a rept)rt to the 
state aenartment at Washington as to 
the result of his investigation, and that 
a report will not be sent on for two 
weeks. The Kovernment has decided td 
do nothing fin-ther in the matter of a 
treaty until information is received 
from Thurston as to the re^iult of his 
interview with President Cleveland. 

A special steamer arrived June IS 
from Japan with over ^700 Japanese 
contract laborers brought here to work 
on the sugar plantations. The Pacific 
Mail steamship China, said to be the 
largest vessel in the Pacific waters, en- 
tered Honolulu harbor for the first time 
this morning.
